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RESUME, - Rectification de nomenclature du 
nom de genre Pallia Meunier & Gayet, 1996 
(Osteiehlhyes, Ciadistia, Polypteriformes) in Laii- 
nopaUui nom. nov. 

Le nom de genre Pallia, drigd pour un 
polypteri forme du Maastrichtien de Bolivie, ayant 
ddj& attribue a un Mo 11 usque Gastdrapode, 
nous proposons son remplacemeni par Latmopat- 
liti nom. nov. 
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In 1996, Meunier and Gayet erected the 
genus Pallia for a new Polypteri forme found in 
the Maastricht]an El Molino Formation at Pajcha 
Pata and Vila Vila (Bolivia), in ihe Early late Pa¬ 
leocene Santa Lucia Formation at Tiupampa 
(Bolivia) and in the Upper Cretaceous / Lower 
Paleocene ai Acre (Western Brazil). This genus 
was dedicated to Prof. Max Poll, a Belgian ich¬ 
thyologist famous for his studies on extant po- 
lypterids. Only one species was described for this 
genus, Pallia suarezi Meunier & Gayet, 1996. The 
genus name Pallia was already attributed to an 
extant Mollusc Gasteropod (Buccinidae) by Gray 
in Sowerby, 1834 (see Vaught, 1989). We propo¬ 
sed to replace the homonym Pollia by Latinopol- 
lia nom. nov. with one species, Latinopoliia sua¬ 
rezi (Meunier & Gayet, 1996).
